Edwin  J.  Butterworth,  director 
of  BYU  Press  Relations  and  act- 
ing chairman  of  the  board.  He 
explained  that  the  board  does 
not  wish  to  curtail  editorial  ex- 
pression. In  fact,  he  said,  Rich- 
ards has  conducted  a vigorous 
editorial  column  this  year  with- 
out comment  from  the  board. 
It  commended  Richards  as  an 
exceptionally  capable  editor. 

The  censure  was  made  only 
because  of  this  incident  in  con- 
nection with  elections.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  no  other  editor 
in  the  memory  of  board  mem- 
bers or  the  Dean  of  Students  of- 
fice ever  has  taken  a side  in  an 
election.  The  newspaper  has  the 
responsibility  to  present  the 
campaign  issues  fully  and  clear- 
ly, the  board  explained,  but  since 
the  newspaper  belongs  to  all  the 
students  it  is  not  proper  for  it 
to  take  a stand  in  behalf  of  one 
group  to  the  damage  of  another. 

MOREOVER,  SOME  board 
members  felt  that  in  absence 
of  such  policy,  an  unfit  candi- 
date could  achieve  office  if  he 
had  the  support  of  the  Universe 
editor. 

Richards,  a native  of  Califor- 
nia, was  appointed  editor  in  De- 
cember when  Millard  Wilde, 
graduate  student,  resigned  be- 
cause of  the  pressure  of  school 
and  Daily  Universe  work.  Rich- 
ards was  correspondent  for  the 
Salt  Lake  Tribune  prior  to  his 
appointment.

Richards  resigns  post

(Note:  The  following  Is  the 
complete  text  of  the  resignation 
submitted  Wednesday  afternoon 
by  Paul  C.  Richards,  Daily  Uni- 
verse editor,  to  the  BYU  Publi- 
cations Board.) 

I herewith  render  my  resig- 
nation as  editor  of  the  Daily 
Universe. 

My  reasons  for  resigning  are 
as  follows: 

1.  I SINCERELY  believe  an 
editor  has  the  right  and  moral 
responsibility  to  editorially  in- 
form his  readers  of  his  views, 
providing  equal  news  coverage 
is  given  in  the  paper  to  oppos- 
ing factors  in  society. 

Since  I have  honestly  attempt- 
ed, with  an  undermanned  staff, 
to  give  equal  news  coverage  to 
both  presidential  candidates  in# 
the  current  elections,  I reserve 
the  right  to  comment  on  election 
matters  or  anything  else  which 
I sincerely  believe  in  for  the 
good  of  this  society. 

IF  THIS  RIGHT  is  refused 
the  editor,  he  becomes  the  man- 
ager of  a bulletin  board,  and 
this  I do  not  wish  to  be. 

2.  If,  as  some  have  indicated, 
the  person  I have  supported  in 
my  editorial  of  March  21st  has 
been  injured  politically  because 
his  opponent  has  cried  martyr, 
it  is  an  indication  that  readers 
hold  the  editor’s  opinion  at 
naught. 

THEREFORE;  if  as  explained 
above,  the  editor’s  opinion  is 
held  worthless,  he  should  gra- 
ciously relinquish  his  post  to  a 
person  whose  comment  will  be 
respected.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  editorial  comment  is  to  be  cur- 
tailed, there  is  no  need  for  an 
editor.  An  advertising  staff  can 
publish  a bulletin  board. 

Either  of  these  factors  being 
the  case,  and  in  the  interest  of 
the  person  I editorially  support- 
ed. I feel  it  is  to  the  best  inter- 
est of  all  concerned  for  rqe  to 
submit  my  resignation  and  I 
herewith  do  so.

Resignation  of  Paul  C.  Richards,  a senior  journalism 
major  from  the  post  of  editor  of  the  Daily  Universe  was 
accepted  Monday  afternoon  by  the  BYU  Publications  Board. 

Board  members  met  in  special  session  and,  after  talk- 
ing to  Richards,  issued  a statement  (see  col.  1)  censuring 
Richards  and  accepting  his  resignation.  The  meeting  was 
called  as  a result  of  an  editorial  published  in  the  Wednes- 
day Daily  Universe  in  which  Richards  took  a stand  sup- 
porting a political  candidate  in  the  present  studentbody 
elections. 

RICHARDS  SAID  after  the  meeting  that  he  had  taken 
his  action  to  prove  an  ethical  point  and  set  a precedent  so 
that  editors  of  the  Daily  Universe  in  the  future  will  have 
clear  cut  lines  of  editorial  responsibility.  It  is  important,  he

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
calling  himself  a Jeffersonian 
Republican  who  once  ran  for  a 
Democratic  office,  faced  a hun- 
gry group  of  Young  Democrats 
and  answered  questions  at  a 
meeting  Wednesday. 

A change  in  Democratic  pol- 
icy was  given  for  his  change  in 
parties. 

HE  WASN’T  LONELY  at  the 
gathering  as  the  standing  room 
only  crowd  was  loaded  with  his 
political  partisans. 

The  president  criticized  the 
present  administration  for  its 
“give  away  list,”  and  “big  spend- 
ing.” 

He  also  chided  President  Ken- 
nedy for  what  he  called  “a  dou- 
ble set  of  standards.”  President 
Wilkinson  specifically  said  the 
President  made  comments  in  his 
inaugural  address  that  “Amer- 
icans should  not  ask  what  the 
government  could  do  for  them, 
but  what  they  can  do  for  the 
government.”  The  college  head 
then  said  the  President  of  the 
United  States  has  not  backed  up 
his  earlier  philosophy. 

PRESIDENT  Wilkinson  then 
said  he  believes  original  intent 
of  the  framers  of  the  Consti- 
tution has  been  changed  ir^,  re- 
cent years. 

A question  as  to  whether  the 
government  has  an  obligation 
to  give  educationai  aid  to  desti- 
tute states  that  need  help.  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  answered  that 
he  didn’t  believe  that  citizens  of 
Utah,  who  have  an  adequate  ed- 
ucational system,  should  be 
called  on  to  pay  taxes  for  other 
state’s  education. 

One  student  opined  that  many 
governments  that  some  say 
have  fallen  because  of  much 
spending,  actually  fell  as  the 
result  of  a weak  central  govern- 
ment. He  was  answered  that  in 
most  cases,  excessive  spending 
was  the  cause. 

A girl  asked  if  the  president 
plans  to  run  for  Senator  Moss’s 
position  as  rumored.  The  ans- 
wer: He  has  turned  down  the 
offer  and  that  is  “his  present 
position.” 


stated,  that  the  editor  is  able 
and  free  to  take  an  editorial 
stand  after  having  given  fair 
news  coverage. 

In  keeping  with  the  policy  of 
giving  equal  coverage,  Richards 
stated  that  he  had  intended  to 
offer  an  opportunity  for  the  op- 
posed candidate  to  make  a state- 
ment in  print. 

Richards  was  notified  about 
1 p.m.  Wednesday  of  the  special 
publications  board  meeting  and 
the  fact  that  he  was  eligible  for 
suspension  from  his  post.  He 
was  informed  at  2 p.m.  that  the 
meeting  would  be  held  at  3 p.m. 

HE  PREPARED  his  statement 
before  going  into  the  meeting. 
Richards  stated  that  his  resigna- 
tion was  voluntary.  No  other 
editors  of  the  Universe  were 
called  before  the  Publications 
Board  or  submitted  a resigna- 
tion to  the  board. 

Richards  commented  that  he 
feels  student  apathy  at  BYU  is 
involved  in  the  issue  and  is  a 
result  of  everyone’s  failure  to 
get  down  to  the  issues.  They  are 
afraid  of  criticism  if  they  try, 
he  said. 

Members  of  the  Publications 
Board  are  faculty  and  staff 
members,  Paul  Felt,  Coordina- 
tor of  Student  Activities;  Edwin 
Butterworth,  Associate  Profes- 
sor of  Journalism;  Noel  Duer- 
den, Instructor  of  Journalism 
and  Publications  Adviser;  Frank 
Haymore,  Director  of  the  Y 
Press;  and  students,  Henry 
Heilesen,  Studentbody  Presi- 
dent; Merv  White,  IOC  Presi- 
dent; and  David  Hoopes,  Sen- 
ate President. 

IT  WAS  REPORTED  that  one 
member  of  the  board  abstained 
from  voting  on  the  issue. 

The  quondam  editor’s  resigna- 
tion was  effective  immediately. 
Discussion  on  campus  following 
the  move  concerned  the  theory 
that  Richards  might  have  been 
fired  from  his  position.  It  was 
emphasized  that  this  was  not 
true.
